Sir,  Parkhurst  Prison,  lOth  January,  1849. 

I  HAVE  the  honor  to  lay  before  you  the  following  Report  of  Parkhurst 
Prison  for  the  year  1848,  having  reference  especially  to  the  several  points  specified 
in  Clause  45  of  the  Prison  Rules. 


I.   Subordinate  Officers. 

The  conduct  of  the  Subordinate  Officers  has  been  generally  in  accordance  with 
the  regulations  and  orders  issued  for  their  guidance,  and  though  I  have  had  occasion, 
in  some  instances,  to  inflict  fines  for  slight  breaches  of  punctuality,  &c.,  I  have  not 
found  it  requisite  to  recommend  to  the  Visitors  that  any  officer  should  be  discharged 
for  misconduct. 


II.  Prisoners  Received. 

The  number  of  prisoners  increased  during  1848;  483  were  in  custody  on  the 
1st  January;  302  were  received  during  the  year,  and,  as  only  163  were  .removed, 
the  number  remaining  at  Parkhurst  on  31st  December  was  622.  Two  of  the  new 
prisoners  were  received  from  the  '  York'  hulk  at  Gosport,  and  300  from  Millbank 
Prison,  London.  They  were  convicted  at  the  several  places  enumerated  in  the

1 1 1 . — Discharges. 

Of  the  number  of  prisoners  (1G3)  removed  during  last  year,  62  were  sent  as 
exiles  to  Port  Phillip  ;  29  with  tickets  of  leave  to  Van  JJiemen's  Land  ;  50  to 
Western  Australia,  to  he  api)renticed  there;  three  received  free  pardons  and  were 
restored  to  their  friends ;  eight  were  sent  to  the  Philanthropic  Asylum  ;  one  to  the 
Refuge  for  the  Destitute  ;  one  to  Bethlehem  Plospital  on  account  of  insanity  ;  two 
were  transferred  to  the  County  Gaol  at  Winchester ;  and  seven  died. 

From  Western  Australia  very  favourable  reports  of  the  conduct  of  the  Parkhurst 
boys  have  been  received,  accompanied  by  an  expression  of  regret  on  the  part  of 
several  of  the  settlers  that  the  number  lately  supplied  had  been  so  limited  that  some 
colonists  who  would  gladly  have  taken  boys  into  their  employment  had  not  been 
able  to  procure  any.  It  is  hoped  that  in  that  colony  a  number  of  boys  from  Park- 
hurst may  be  advantageously  disposed  of  every  year.* 

From  Port  Phillip,  too,  I  understand  that  lavourable  reports  have  been  received, 
and  I  confidently  believe  that,  if  suitable  arrangements  were  made  in  the  colony 
for  putting  the  boys  in  the  way  of  obtaining  employment,  and  for  providing  them 
Avith  food  and  lodging  until  they  had  an  opportunity  of  getting  into  service,  a  large 
proportion  of  them  would  be  found  to  become  useful  servants  to  the  settlers  and 
respectable  in  their  stations.  Tiiis  result  will  be  greatly  promoted  by  their  being 
provided  with  the  means  of  subsistence  on  landing,  and  by  their  final  dispersion 
under  the  authority  of  the  Government  to  more  remote  country  districts. 

The  ship  "  Hashemy,"  in  which  25  Parkhurst  boys  were  embarked  at  W^ool- 
wich  on  the  24th  November,  was  visited  a  few  days  afterwards  by  cholera,  and 
among  the  cases  in  which  that  disease  proved  fatal  on  board  were,  I  regret  to  say, 
six  of  the  boys  from  this  Prison. 

One  prisoner,  Avho  had  for  some  time  conducted  himself  in  so  strange  and 
intractable  a  manner  as  to  lead  the  surgeon  of  the  Prison  as  well  as  myself  to 
conclude  that  he  could  not  be  of  sound  mind,  was  removed  to  Bethlehem  Hospital, 
where,  as  I  have  since  learned,  he  was  found  to  be  a  confirmed  and  incurable  lunatic. 
A  brother  of  this  boy  was  in  Parkhuist  Prison  a  short  time  before,  and  frequently 
manifested  great  eccentricity  of  mind.  There  is  every  reason  to  believe  that  in  the 
preceding  case  the  disease  was  hereditary,  and  that  it  had  been  influenced  by  the 
dissipation  of  the  prisoner.  Two  boys  afflicted  with  incurable  diseases  were  sent 
to  their  homes,  as  well  as  one  whose  case  presented  such  strongly  extenuating 
circumstances  as  led  the  magistrates  before  whom  he  had  been  convicted  to  inter- 
cede for  the  remission  of  the  greater  part  of  his  sentence. 

IV. — Employments. 

Tiie  prisoners  have  carried  on,  for  the  most  part,  the  same  trades  and  employ- 
ments as  during  the  preceding  year.  There  was  no  work,  however,  for  the 
sawyers'  class  subsequent  to  the  month  of  September,  and  the  carpenters'  class 
was  reduced  from  20  to  5  in  consequence  of  the  new  buildings  about  the  prison 
being  all  completed.  Constant  employment  for  a  carj)enters'  class,  of  from  15  to 
20  prisoners,  and  a  sawyers'  class  of  6,  could  be  procured  here,  if  work  were 
undertaken  for  buildings  in  the  neighbourhood  ;  but  that  course  of  proceeding  has 
been  judged  objectionable,  on  the  ground  that  it  might  interfere  with  the  general 
demand  for  carpenters. 

The  work  for  the  bricklayers'  class,  too,  has  almost  entirely  ceased  ;  three  or 
four  prisoners  only  are  now  kept  in  employment  by  the  trifling  repairs  which 
are  continually  requisite  about  the  prison  buildings.  Brick  and  tile  making  was 
actively  carried  on  during  the  sunmier  months,  and  the  articles  manufactured  are 
of  useful  quality.  The  earnings  of  this  class  amounted  to  110/.  IO5.  2d.  The 
largest  and  most  productive  classes  were  those  of  the  tailor  and  shoemaker, 
by  which  all  the  clothing  used  in  the   prison  was  made  and  repaired.     Their

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earnings  amounted  to  315/.  0.?.  8J.  and  3071.  2s.  9d  respectively.  The  party 
ein|>loyed  in  tli<3  ^vash-llollse  and  laundry  earned  258/.  1  Is.  by  the  average  labour 
of  14  boys  during  4h  hours. 

Tiie  labour  applied  to  the  farm  and  garden  was  calculated  at  31 U.,  but  a  soil 
so  exceedingly  stiff  and  heavy,  so  difficult  to  work  with  the  spade  in  either  wet 
or  dry  seasons,  cannot  be  expected  ever  to  yield  a  return  in  produce  at  all  com- 
mensurate with  the  amount  of  labour  emj)loyed  in  its  cultivation. 

The  total  earnings  of  the  several  classes  amounted  together  to  1694/.  5s.  6|(i. 
giving  an  average  to  each  boy  of  5/.  II5.  5iJ.  I  should  observe  that,  in  order  to 
present  as  accurate  a  statement  as  possible,  I  have  computed  the  value  ot"  the 
prisoners'  time  at  rather  a  lower  rate  than  in  former  years,  and  therefore  the 
aggregate  amount  appears  to  be  less. 

I  think  that  the  trade  of  bookbinding  and  the  ruling  of  books  and  paper  for 
Government  offices  might  be  introduced  with  great  advantage  into  this  prison 
as  an  employment  for  a  class  of  prisoners  under  the  instruction  of  a  bookbinder. 

J3uildmjs. 

The  prison  buildings  are  in  good  condition.  The  repairs  and  alterations  made 
during  the  last  year  will  be  found  enumerated  in  the  Appendix  No.  II.. 

I  beg  to  be  ])ermitted  again  to  remark,  that  the  good  order  of  the  prisoners 
during  the  winter  months,  the  safety  of  the  buildings,  and  the  regular  and  efficient 
discharge  of  the  duties  of  the  several  cffi.cers,  would  be  materially  promoted  by 
the  introduction  of  a  complete  system  of  lighting  with  gas.  The  almost  total 
darkness  in  which  th.e  yards,  passages,  and  other  parts  of  the  Prison  remain  during 
every  evening  and  night  throughout  the  winter  is  really  a  serious  evil,  productive 
of  very  great  anxiety  to  me  and  of  much  inconvenience  and  additional  labour  to 
all  the  officers  of  the  Prison,  while  it  precludes  the  possibility  of  enforcing  the 
regularity  and  quiet  among  the  prisoners  which  ought  to  be  observed  in  such  an 
institution.  The  present  mode  of  lighting  is  costly  as  compared  with  gas,  and 
totally  insufficient  for  the  purposes  required. 

J^scapes. 

Four  prisoners  attempted  to  escape  from  the  Prison  and  16  from  the  Prison 
lands  during  the  year :  1 1  of  these  were  retaken  before  they  left  the  premises, 
and  the  other  nine  were  brought  back  very  soon.  No  instance  has  ever  occurred 
of  a  prisoner  escaping  from  Parkhurst  without  being  recaptured. 


General  Conduct. 

The  general  conduct  of  the  prisoners  was  orderly  and  regular.  Most  of  the 
punishments  which  I  found  it  necessary  to  inflict  were  incurred  by  a  small  number 
of  individuals  who  transgressed  again  and  again  the  Prison  Rules,  and  these  were 
either  hardened  offenders  detained  here  as  unworthy  to  be  sent  with  tickets  of 
leave  or  conditional  pardons  to  the  Colonies,  or  else  boys  who  were  made 
the  du])es  of  the  former  class,  and  drawn  by  their  persuasion  or  menaces  into  mis- 
conduct. 

Penal  Class. 

Thirty-nine  boys  were  placed  in  the  Penal  Class  during  the  year,  either  for 
acts  of  ejross  misconduct  or  for  being  of  very  bad  general  behaviour.  Five  of 
them  were  in  that  class  twice  during  the  year. 

Expenses  of  tlie  Prison. 

The  total  expenditure  for  the  year  was  14,560/.  18.?.  5<:/.,  including  418/.  Ws.bd. 
for  rei)airs  and  alterations  of  buildings,  and  520/.  7*.  3cZ.  for  outfit  and  removal  of 
exiles  to  Australia.  The  total  amount  of  receipts  for  farm  produce,  manufactured 
goods,  &c.,  was  932/.  Qs.  2d.

I  beg  to  transmit  to  you  my  Report  for  the  year  ending  31st  December, 
1848. 

The  number  of  new  boys  received  last  year  into  the  Prison  was  302  ;  the  number 
discharged  was  163. 

The  religious  and  moral  condition  of  many  of  the  prisoners  was  not  satisfactory 
to  me  (luring  the  first  half  of  the  year;  but  during  the  other  part  of  the  year  a 
great  improvement  was  visible,  and  their  moral  conduct  at  the  end  of  it  was  good. 

The  subjoined  Tables  will  give  a  full  and  accurate  view  of  the  intellectual  state 
and  progress  of  the  prisoners.  They  show  the  deep  and  lamentable  ignorance  of 
the  majority  of  them  when  they  came  to  us.  Many  of  them  were  not  able  to  read 
or  write,  and  the  rest,  with  few  exceptions,  were  but  very  imperfectly  instructed. 
Their  knowledge  of  divine  and  sacred  things  was,  if  possible,  still  more  deficient, 
some  not  being  then  acquainted  with  the  moral  evil  of  theft,  or  that  a  Saviour  had 
been  provided  for  them.  They  who  possessed  some  sacred  knowledge  had  been 
allowed  to  acquire  it  in  the  same  way  and  upon  the  same  principles  as  they  acquired 
secular  knowledge ;  altogether,  that  is,  apart  from  the  cultivation  of  tlie  heart. 
Their  religious  knowledge  was  secularized,  and  it  was  therefore  incapable  either  of 
correcting  the  natural  disposition,  or  of  forming  a  good  character.  It  is  to  this 
deficiency,  and  not  so  much  to  their  ignorance  of  the  mechanical  arts  of  reading 
and  writing,  that  I  am  compelled  to  attribute  the  immorality  of  these  lads,  and  the 
frequency  of  crime  in  our  country.  The  increase  of  crime  may  perhaps  be  partly 
referred  to  other  causes. ' 

The  manner  in  which  the  schoolmasters  have  performed  their  duties  has  been 
satisfactory  to  me  as  well  this  year  as  in  former  ones. 

The  means  that  I  personally  use  for  the  reformation  of  the  prisoners  are,  public 
and  collective  instruction,  given  in  sermons  and  expositions,  on  Sundays  and  on 
each  morning ;  personal  conversation  and  prayer  with  each  prisoner  alone  in  his 
cell,  as  well  as  innumerable  casual  opportunities  for  admonition  and  advice.  These 
duties,  combined  with  the  others  that  devolve  upon  the  Chaplain,  have  hitherto 
occupied  about  seven  hours  daily. 

The  separate  system,  as  carried  out  in  our  Probationary  Ward  for  periods  not 
exceeding  4  months,  has  worked  well,  and  whatever  may  be  said  of  its  fitness  to 
mature  the  reformation  of  a  criminal,  I  do  not  see  how  that  reformation  could  be 
well  begun  without  it. 

308  have  passed  through  the  school  attached  to  this  ward  during  the  past  year, 
and  have,  at  the  proper  times,  been  transferred  either  to  the  associated  wards  in  the 
Senior  or  Junior  department,  according  tj  their  age.  Those  who  went  to  the  latter 
ward  are,  after  their  transference,  reported  on  by  the  Chaplain  of  the  Junior  Ward, 
and  are  under  my  charge  only  while  they  are  in  the  Probationary  Ward.

The  religious  and  moral  condition  of  the  prisoners  during  the  year,  I  consider 
to  have  been  as  satisfactory  as  could  be  expected  under  all  the  circumstances  ; 
when  w^e  make  an  allowance  for  their  youth,  the  manner  in  which  they  have  been 
brought  up,  the  injudicious  treatment  of  the  parents  of  a  great  majority  of  the  pri- 
soners, the  absence  of  education,  the  force  of  bad  example,  the  depraved  society 
into  which  they  have  been  led,  and  all  this  in  harmony  with  hearts  naturally  prone 
to  evil,  we  must  expect  some  time  to  elapse  before  any  thing  of  a  moral  impres- 
sion, at  least,  can  be  effected.  The  yoke  under  which  they  are  at  once  placed 
here,  is  naturally  most  discordant  to  their  taste  and  feelings,  nor  are  we  surprised 
at  repeated  manifestations  of  opposition  to  our  system,  from  minds  so  hostile  to 
every  thing  that  is  morally  and  spiritually  good.  Time,  and  the  constant  appli- 
cation of  sound  principles,  are  necessary  for  this  work,  and  when  by  the  force  of 
reason,  supported  by  the  great  truths  of  the  gospel,  they  are  convinced  that  it  is 
for  their  good,  then  the  yoke  becomes  easy,  and  they  find  it  their  advantage,  in 
every  point  of  view,  to  endeavour  to  do  well.  We  may  expect  at  all  times  to  find 
a  few  incorrigible  offenders  w^ho  are  hardened  against  every  means  employed  for 
bettering  their  condition. 

The  same  system  of  religious  instruction,  specified  in  my  last  Report,  has  been 
followed  up  during  the  year.  The  Word  of  God,  the  only  basis  for  a  safe  education, 
either  for  this  life,  or  the  life  to  come,  is  the  chief  instrument  employed  and  relied 
on  for  the  reformation  of  these  youths,  every  punishment  which  we  give,  is  shown 
to  them  to  be  a  weapon  drawn  i'rom  the  armoury  of  truth  and  love;  that  it  is  in 
accordance  with  the  Divine  administration,  and  directed  for  their  real  happiness.  Of 
the  salutary  effects  of  this  mode  of  treating  the  prisoners,  we  are  not  without  many 
instances ;  with  some  it  works  speedily,  with  others  it  takes  a  longer  period  ;  with 
few  it  fails,  when  faithfully,  judiciously,  and  perseveringly  carried  out ;  the  constant 
pressure  must  be  kept  on,  accompanied  with  the  kindest  and  most  affectionate  per- 
suasion ;  punishment  alone  without  the  softening  influence  of  kind  words  will 
necessarily  harden. 

The  number  of  reports  to  the  Governor  has  exceeded  those  of  the  preceding 
year  by  33,  and  is  as  follows  : —

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Still  tliey  are  very  considerably  less  than  in  any  of  the  preceding  years.  The 
bread  and  water  punishments  have  also  exceeded.  Notwithstanding  I  consider  the 
prison  to  be  in  a  healthy  state  ;  no  spirit  of  insubordination  or  discontent  prevails  ; 
acts  of  insubordination  there  have  been  with  new  boys,  and  this  we  may  expect 
every  year,  receiving  as  we  do,  fresh  supplies  from  the  haunts  of  vice,  but  they 
very  soon  learn  the  folly  of  such  conduct.  There  has  been  no  simultaneous 
attempt  to  resist  authority  ;  it  is  checked  in  its  beginning;  every  act  of  disobedience 
and  disrespect  towards  the  schoolmasters,  officers,  or  trades'  instructors,  is  brought 
before  me,  and  dealt  with  as  the  case  requires. 

The  removal  of  incorrigible  offenders  to  a  penal  colony,  I  have  found  to  tend 
much  to  the  moral  health  of  the  prison,  they  have  been  hitherto  a  great  hindrance 
to  our  work ;  but  though  no  apparent  success  has  attended  our  labours  in  their 
behalf,  yet  I  am  not  without  hope  that  we  have  not  laboured  quite  in  vain;  the 
truths  which  they  have  heard,  the  moral  lessons  they  have  been  taught  at  Park- 
hurst,  I  believe  will  not  be  without  their  beneficial  effect  at  some  future  day. 

A  constant  and  vigilant  superintendence  of  the  morals  of  all  the  prisoners  is 
carefully  observed,  and  no  departure  from  the  path  marked  out  for  them  is  allowed 
to  pass  without  being  reported  to  me,  and  is  dealt  with  according  to  the  circum- 
stances of  the  case. 

Every  prisoner,  who  has  been  going  on  badly  or  indifferently,  is  brought  before 
me  at  the  end  of  every  month,  independently  of  any  reports  that  have  been  against 
him  during  that  period,  and  is  privately  spoken  to  by  me  in  my  office.  All  the 
other  prisoners  come  before  me  in  regular  order,  and  are  separately  examined  as 
to  their  general  progress. 

The  progressive  improvement  and  course  of  instruction  in  the  school,  the 
annexed  Tables  No.  I.  and  No.  II.,  will  show.  The  schoolmasters  have  carried  out 
my  wishes,  and  attended  to  the  prescribed  rules  with  great  zeal  and  diligence. 
Mr.  Brand,  the  second  master,  resigned  his  situation  in  October  last,  having  received 
another  ap[X)intment.  ]Mr.  Dixon,  who  had  been  trained  at  theBattersea  Training 
Institution,  and  had  much  experience  in  teaching,  has  been  appointed  to  the  situa- 
tion of  second  master,  and  continues  to  give  the  satisfaction  I  was  led  to  expect. 

The  evening  school  class  still  continues  to  answer  the  end  for  which  it  was 
formed,  namely,  as  an  encouragement  to  the  boys  to  press  forward  in  their  educa- 
tion, and  towards  the  attainment  of  a  respectable  standing  in  the  prison ;  they 
attend  four  evenings  in  the  week,  one  hour  each  evening,  after  the  other  boys  have 
retired  to  bed.  Instruction  is  given  by  the  masters,  on  alternate  weeks,  on  general 
subjects.  The  library  books  confined  to  that  class,  are  distributed  once  a-week. 
Any  boy  misconducting  himself  in  the  least,  so  as  to  justify  a  report,  is  suspended 
for  a  short  or  longer  period,  according  to  his  offence. 

The  usual  routine  of  duty  in  the  infirmary,  which  is  under  my  sole  charge,  is  reg- 
ularly performed,  prayers  read,  and  an  exposition  of  scripture  given  daily  ;  the  sick 
are  also  specially  visited  as  their  cases  need.  There  have  been  seven  deaths  during 
the  year,  of  these  four  gave  satisfactory  evidence  of  a  changed  heart,  they  seemed 
very  penitent  and  to  have  laid  hold  of  the  only  hope  set  before  sinners  in  the 
gospel,  Christ  the  Saviour. 

The  boys  in  the  Probationary  Cells  who  are  selected  for  the  Junior  Wards  are 
under  my  spiritual  care ;  they  are  regularly  visited  by  me  every  week,  and  receive 
counsel  and  instruction  from  me. 

All  the  boys  sent  to  the  Refractory  from  the  Junior  Ward  are  visited  by  me, 
according  as  I  find  their  case  requires ;  they  are  not  sent  there  till  reasoning,  kind 
advice,  and  milder  punishments  have  all  failed ;  here  they  are  detained  till  their 
conduct  recommends  their  release.  I  generally  find  it  have  a  very  salutary  influence 
on  their  minds,  when  our  motive  and  object  are  made  clear  to  them. 

It  gives  me  much  pleasure  in  being  able  to  state  that  the  warder,  assistant- 
warders,  and  trades'  instructors,  have  cordially  and  zealously  co-operated  in  endea- 
vouring to  carry  out  the  objects  of  this  institution  to  my  full  satisfaction.

In  accordance  with  the  206th  Article  of  the  Parkhurst  Prison  Regulations, 
I  beg  leave  to  submit  to  you  the  Medical  Report  for  the  year  ending  December, 
1848. 

On  the  1st  of  January,  1848,  there  were  in  Parkhurst  Prison  483  juvenile 
offenders,  admitted  during  the  year  302,  making  a  total  of  785  prisoners  for  a 
longer  or  shorter  period  under  medical  observation. 

The  distribution  of  this  number  has  been  as  follows  : —

The  total  number  of  cases  of  sickness  of  every  kind  has  been  914  ;    in  275,  or 
30  "08  per  cent,   of  the  whole  number,   it  has  been   necessary  to  remove  the 
prisoners  for  treatment  in  the  intirmary.     The  Tables  annexed  to  this  Report 
will  give  every  information  as  to  the  health  of  the  Prison. 

Mortality. 

I  have  to  report  seven  deaths  during  the  year  1848.  These  are  contained  in 
Table  HI.  During  the  same  year  four  prisoners  have  been  removed  on  medical 
grounds  as  being  unfit  to  proceed  to  the  colonies.     These  were  : — 

1.  Prisoner  J.  K.,  Reg.  No.  655,  General  Wards,  affected  with  scrofulous 
disease  of  the  hip-joint. 

2.  Prisoner  C.  W.,  Reg.  No.  439,  General  Wards,  affected  with  epileptic  fits. 
This  boy  was  admitted  into  Parkhurst  in  the  al)Ove  state. 

3.  Prisoner  S.  S.,  Reg.  No.  457,  General  Wards,  aOected  with  curvature  of 
the  spine,  the  consequence  of  scrofulous  disease. 

4.  Prisoner  J.  T.,  Re^g.  No.  151,  Probationary  Ward,  was  removed  to  Bedlam 
in  consequence  of  liis  suffering  from  mental  imbecility. 

The  mortality  for  the  year  1848  has  been  at  the  rate  of  1*  15  per  cent.,  that 
for  the  previous  year  1847  being  0*91  per  cent.  If  the  pardons  on  medical 
grounds  during  1848  be  admitted  as  deaths,  then  the  mortality  rises  to  1  '81  per 
cent,  as  compared  with  1 '  10  per  cent,  during  the  year  1847.  The  chief  cause  of 
death  is  owing  here,  as  in  all  similar  institutions,  to  the  presence  of  tubercular 
disease,  and  this  is  not  to  be  wondered  at,  considering  the  class  from  which  our 
prisons  are  filled. 

The  mortality  from  tubercular  disease  during  1848  has  been  at  the  rate 
of  8  "23  per  every  1000  prisoners,  as  compared  with  9*  19  per  every  1000  during 
1847. 

Health  of  the  Prisoners. 

Tables  I.,  II.,  and  IV.  will  give  the  statistics  under  this  head.  On  the  whole 
the  general  health  of  the  prisoners  has  been  very  good.  The  average  daily  per 
cent,  sick  has  been  only  0*409  as  compared  with  b'53,  0-44,  in  1846  and  1847 
resj)ectively.  There  has  been  a  very  great  decrease  in  the  number  of  ulcerated 
chilblains,  which  is  no  doubt  owing  to  the  addition  made  to  the  dietary  of  the 
prison  during  the  year  1847.  The  proportion  of  cases  treated  in  the  infirmary  is 
nearly  double  that  of  the  year  1847.  This  is  owing  to  the  great  number  of  cases 
of  diarrhoea  and  catarrhal  affections  there  treatecl  during  1848.  During  the 
autumn  dysentery  was  very  prevalent  among  the  families  of  the  officers  attached  to 
the  Prison,  and  in  several  cases  proved  fatal.  The  disease,  however,  did  not  attack 
any  of  the  prisoners.    To  the  great  care  bestowed,  with  respect  to  cleanliness,  on 
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the  prisoners  must  be  attributed  the  small  number  of  cutaneous  atFections  that  yearly 
occur. 

One  surgical  operation  was  performed ;  on  prisoner  T.  F.,  Reg.  No.  17,  who  was 
admitted  with  scrofulous  disease  of  the  testicle. 

Probationary  Wards, 

The  discipline  of  this  ward  has  been  carried  out  in  the  case  of  307  prisoners 
without  any  injury  to  their  bodily  or  mental  health,  excepting  in  the  case  of  three 
prisoners,  who  were  removed  in  consequence  of  being  the  subjects  of  scrofula  when 
admitted  into  the  Prison. 

Refractory  Ward. 

During  the  year  45  prisoners  have  been  under  punishment  in  this  ward.  The 
cases  of  illness  are  reported  in  Table  II. 

Diet. 

The  diet  of  the  prisoners  continues  ample  for  the  maintenance  of  their  health, 
and  the  ventilation  of  the  several  parts  of  the  Prison  is  still  satisfactory.

I  have  received  your  Despatch  of  the  '22nd  of  January  last  (No.  13,)  enclosing  the 
Tabular  Report  of  the  Guardian  of  Government  Juvenile  Immigrants  in  Western  Australia 
for  the  year  ending  the  31st  of  December,  1848,  and  I  have  to  express  my  satisfaction  at 
the  favourable  account  which  you  have  been  enabled  to  give  of  the  general  character 
and  conductof  these  youths. 

With  respect  to  your  suggestion  that  the  Governor  should  be  empowered,  under  certain 
circumstances,  to  prolong  the  original  sentences  from  three  to  eighteen  months,  I  have  to 
acquaint  you,  that  the  proposal  is  one  which  Her  Majesty's  Government  cannot  entertain. 
At  the  period,  however,  of  your  making  this  application,  you  appear  not  to  have  been  in 
possession  of  the  Despatch  which  I  have  addressed  to  you  on  the  2nd  of  August  last  (No.  24), 
by  which  authority  was  conveyed  to  you  to  make  provision  for  the  summary  conviction  of 
apprentices. 

By  the  same  instruction  you  were  likewise  authorised  to  make  small  issues  to  the  boys 
from  their  wages  as  proposed  in  your  Despatch  now  under  acknowledgment.
